Tenola Moore, tile negro who shot 
and killed a policeman in Fort W orth 
on the night of Alay 20, 1928, and who 
Lad officers in a dozen counties in 
North Texas looking for him, is back 
in the T arrant county jail, having 
been captured in Chicago by officers 
of that city, after a former Fort 
Worth 
citizen 
met 
and 
recognized 
Moon* at a filling station. 
The Fort 
Worth citizen notified the Chicago po­ 
lice, and Moore, working as a dish­ 
washer iii a cafe, was arrested. 
Fort 
Worth officers were notified and left 
immediately 
for 
Chicago 
to 
bring 
.Moore back to Texas. 
Decatur and 
Wise county people will rememlier the 
{trilled forces that scoured every sec­ 
tion of the county in quest of the 
negro, who was reported in D ecatur: 
later he was located near Greenwood. 
Tracks of the fleeing negro were re­ 
ported having been seen in a half- 
lozeri different localities in this and 
he communities 
north of 
Decatur. 
According to a statem ent of Aloore lie 
hissed thru Decatur in an automobile 
i few hours following the shooting. 
in his cell, in the Fort Wortli jail. 
Hie negro told of the killing, and ad­ 
mitted firing seven' or eight shots* 
rom a .45 caliber automatic pistol av 
Turner. 
This was done after one of 
he policemen had called out that “if 
von don't come back hero, we win 
knock your brains out," the negro said 
n declaring that he shot in trying to 
protect himself.

narration continued.

ing the Paddock viaduct, ho caught a 
passing automobile and was taken to 
Henrietta. Texas, where he walked on 
thru town and caught another ride to 
Shawnee, Okla. 
There he stayed a day and night 
with J. D. Going, negro, and went to 
Tulsa, staying a day.

COUNTY FAIR 
MAY BE HELD 


Predicted upon its admitted social 
appeal and educational and inspira- 
Iional interests, a generous demand 
has been expressed thus fa r by both 
I own and rural people for the holding 
of a fair at Decatur this fall. 
In 
response to the demand, the chamber 
of commerce has undertaken to bring 
such an event about. 
Owing to a Inflated recognition of 
the rather high cost of these occasions 
no fair was held here last fall, with 
resultant disappointment to many. Of 
the hundreds of fairs held in Texas 
only one other than Hie AVise count} 
fiiir is known to operate like that at 
Decatur, which has been to exact the 
cost from a few in order to hake the 
fair a free enterprise to the many. 
In 
the great m ajority of cases in Texas, 
not only is an entrance fee exacted 
at the gate from all comers to meet 
Hie operating expense, but a further 
fee is charged all exhibitors for mak­ 
ing entries into many of tile depart­ 
ments. 
It must be adm itted as an 
equitable and righteous plan that dis­ 
tributes the cost widely among many, 
but has not been resorted to in Deca­ 
tur. 
However, it is now recognized 
that we cannot have a fair here any 
longer with the expectation that only 
a few shall pay for It. 
Apparently 
only a few seem to 
understand that a fair is a pretty 
costly undertaking. 
None have ever 
cost less than $1,000.00, and on occa­ 
sions, $1,400.00 and 
$1,.500.00 cash 
There is not enough looney forthcom­ 
ing to do that any longer and if fairs 
are held in the future, resort will 
have to bi* m ade to a new plan.

ideal plan of town and country co-op 
oration has suggested irself to Un* 
committee and an effort is being made 
to hold an occasion on that basis.

Money enough will Ik* raised to in­ 
clude the presentation to all winners* 
of the most beautiful and substantial 
silk and velvet ribbons, finely im print­ 
ed, and these and the satisfaction of 
cooperation and contest'and the honor 
of winning should Ik* the aw ard and 
expectation of visitors. 
County Agent 
Powell, Miss Sims, borne demonstra­ 
tion agent, believe with the chamber 
of commerce that men and women 
rural dw ellers of Wise county are big. 
generous and far-seeing enough to co­ 
operate along these lines. 
In this expectation and to carry out 
the parts of the people of Decatur, the 
chamber of commerce has sought to 
raise a fund of $500 to pay the actual 
cost of a fair, less the cost of the 
usual premium list, and the most of 
this amount has been subscribed and 
the remainder will no doubt lie. 
T hts 
is fbi* maximum amount that could <v:* 
raised at this time and since it is a 
fair and equitable free will offering 
from Decatur citizens, it will have to 
suffice.

NEED TERRACES 


Recently, Mr. B. F. Williams, state 
reclamation engineer, was here from 
Austin to make an inspection of Sandy 
Creek, with the view to offering a 
plan looking to the reclamation of the 
overflowed lands of that creek- 
Ile 
offered an incidental observation that 
should have weight in the minds of 
Wise 
county 
people. 
The 
remark 
came after he had traveled thru a 
considerable portion of the western 
part of the county and sc*en the great 
acreage of farm land that Is now in 
crying need of terracing. 
“Scientists have discovered,” said 
Mr. Williams, “that a crop needs 35 
inches of rainfall to grow it from seed 
planting to successful maturity. 
If 
then fifty per cent of the average 
rainfall of this section runs off in­ 
stead of in the land because the land 
is unterraced, then a farmer owning 
an unterraced farm starts off the year 
with his chances for making a profit­ 
able yield diminished bv fifty’ per 
cent."
